The \Vinr.umucea &»'/• 
rer Slate ha<i been examining it and 
says that among the most important 
changes in one which provides that if 
the qualified electors of any school 
district shall fail to elect school trus- 
tees, or if from any cauao a vacancy 
occurs in the Board of Seiiool Trus- 
tees of any district, the County Su- 
perintendent shall fill such vacancy 
by appointing a competent person, 


Another amendment provides that 
Wies of teachers shall be deter- 


mined by the character of service re- 
quired, and that in no district shall 
tbere be discrimination in the matter 
of salary as against female teacher!).
